A large turnout at the polls was urged this week by Mayor 
William A. Kinney as Sierra Madreans made ready to take part 
in the state election Tuesday, Nov. 7. 

Mayor Kinney emphasized that “it is a privilege to vote; let’s 
all exercise that privilege Tuesday.” 

----—-— Sierra Madre voters will have 

on their ballots 31 candidates— 
county, state, and local—from 
which to fill 18 offices, 11 pro¬ 
posed state constitu tional 
amendments, and one county 
proposition. 

Natio n-wide attention has 
been focused on the governor’s 
race where incumbent Earl 
Warren is seeking reelection 
against James Roosevelt. With 
a strong Republican registra¬ 
tion here, Warren is expected to 
sweep Sierra Madre. 

The same holds true for the 
U. S. Senatorial race where 
Richard Nixon (R), is pitted 
against Helen Gahagan Doug¬ 
las, (D), both representatives 
in Congress. 

Tuesday will see the climax 
of a “hotter-than-usual” cam¬ 
paign for County Supervisor 
from the First District. Candi¬ 
dates are William A. Smith, 
incumbent, and chairman of 
the Board of Supervisors, and 
Herbert C. Legg, former mem¬ 
ber of the board. 

Most controversial of the 
state propositions are No. 1, the 
personal property tax issue, No. 
6, legalizing of gambling, and 
No. 10, concerning public hous¬ 
ing projects. 

In last November’s state elec¬ 
tion, 2603 or 68.5 per cent of 
this city’s eligible voters (3796) 
went to the polls.

A get-out-the-vote drive for 
the general election was being 
conducted this week by Sierra 
Madre Committee for reelection 
of Supervisor William A. Smith.

In urging a “no” vote on 
Proposition No. 1 next Tuesday,

/. Prohibiting 
Personal Property 
Taxation. 

Proponents of Proposition No. 
I urge voters to "end forever 
the taxation of your personal 
possessions" and improve all 
business in California, manu¬ 
facturing, wholesale, and retail 
trade. The tax, they say, is un¬ 
profitable and antisocial in that 
it penalizes higher standards of 
living. 

Opponents of the measure 
claim it would bring "financial 
chaos" to California's local gov¬ 
ernments — cities, counties 
school and other taxing dis¬ 
tricts—agencies which already 
are struggling to meet their 
costs. Passage would upset the 
state tax structure and cause a 
sudden loss of nearly $150,000,- 
000—money that would have 
to come from some other source 
anyway. 


2. Naming Persons 
to Office. 

This measure would 
prohibit the naming of persons 
to office by means of constitu¬ 
tional amendment or law. The 
practice is opposed on the 
grounds that it is said to be 
contrary to sound public ad¬ 
ministration policy. The con¬ 
stitution of the state, propon¬ 
ents say, should contain only 
the fundamental law of the 
state, and no names of indi¬ 
viduals holding office. 

Opponents of Proposition No. 
2 contend that it would restrict 
the principle of “direct legis¬ 
lation.” ‘By naming specific 
officials, they say the voters 
are assured that the “spirit” of 
the issue in question will be 
carried out.

3. Reorganization 
Inferior Courts. 

Proposition No. 3 is heralded 
as a way to eliminate waste, 
duplication, and confusion now 
existing in our inferior courts. 
It would consolidate the pres¬ 
ent eight types of inferior 
courts into two—municipal and 
justice. 

Arguments against the pro¬ 
posal include the opinion that 
it would increase the cost of 
lower court operation, particu¬ 
larly by the creation of muni¬ 
cipal courts in areas where 
there are now less expensive 
courts. It is said that any seri¬ 
ous defects in the present sys¬ 
tem can be corrected by legis¬ 
lation without the necessity of 
constitutional amendment. 

4. Eligibility to Vote. 

Supporters of Proposition No. 
4 point out thatthere is no valid 
reason why a citizen, otherwise 
eligible, should be disenfranch¬ 
ised just because circumstan¬ 
ces require that he move across 
a county line within 90 days 
of an election. The measure 
would permit the citizen to vote 
in his former county. 

There is no official opposition 
to Proposition No. 4. 

5. Legislators. 

Proposition No. 5 would per¬ 
mit legislators to serve as 
members of boards or commit¬ 
tees created to apportion state 
funds. Sponsors say allocation 
of money is a legislative rath* 
er than an administrative func¬ 
tion, and legislators should 
have the chance to see that 
their legislative policies are 
properly carried out. The peo¬ 
ple are given a more direct 
vote in the expenditure of state 
money, it is asid. 

There is no official ballot ar¬ 
gument against the measure,.... 

(i. Legalizing and 
Licensing 
Gambling. 

Backers of the measure argue 
that "here is your opportunity 
to reduce taxes at least 25 per 
cent.” The amendment would 
provide all the money neces¬ 
sary for paying old age and 
blind pensions. “People always 
have gambled and always will; 
to license it is to face the facts 
of life.”

Opponents say the proposi¬ 
tion would open the door to 
crime rackets and create a gi¬ 
gantic gambling empire—under 
the control of five gambling 
czars specifically named in the 
constitutional amendment. Vir¬ 
tually any business could be¬ 
come a “gambling hall” and 
be exempt from paying other 
taxes. Without a license (which 
must be accompanied by the 
ability to post $10,000 bond), 
gamblers become guilty of a 
felony. Opponents point out, 
therefore, that even parlor pok¬ 
er players could lose their citi¬ 
zenship upon conviction of “op¬ 
erating” without a license. 

7. Chiropractors. 

Proposition No. 7. provides 
that no persons shall be denied 
the right to practice chiroprac¬ 
tic on the grounds that they 
areblind. Proponents point out 
that, the .."unusual., develop¬ 
ment" of the blind man's sense 
of touch makes him particular¬ 
ly fit for the practice of chiro¬ 
practic. It is therefore discrim¬ 
inatory to refuse this right to 
blind persons. Many blind per¬ 
sons are now successfully prac¬ 
ticing chiropractic. 

Opponents contend, that 
while blind people in the past 
could succ essfully practice 
chiropractic, improved aspects 
of the science make the sense 
of sight necessary. 

8. Compensation of 
Local Officials. 

Sponsors of the measure ar- 
gue that the setting of salaries 
should go with the job, not 
with the man. There is no rea¬ 
son for objecting to an increase 
in salary for any public official 
during his term of office, un¬ 
less he has the power to set his 
own salary—which is not true 
of any of the officials involved 
in the measure. 

There is no official opposi¬ 
tion to Prop. No. 8. 

9. State Civil 
Service. 

Proposition No. 9 exempts 
from civil service officers and 
employees of district agricul¬ 
tural associ a t i o n s employed 
less than six months of a cal¬ 
endar year and stewards and 
veterinarians hired on a part- 
time basis. Proponents say the 
civil service cannot feasibly 
handle this small group of sea¬ 
sonal and part-time employees. 

Those against the measure 
say it removes a group of em¬ 
ployees, however small, from 
the provisions of the merit sys¬ 
tem and serves as an entering 
wedge to undermine the ser¬ 
vice. 

10. Public Housing 
Projects. 

Proposition No. 10 provides 
that an election is necessary to 
establish housing projects. Pro¬ 
ponents declare that a “yes” 
vote is a vote neither for nor 
against public housing. It is a 
vote for the future right of the 
electorate to say yes or no when 
the community considers a 
public-housing project. 

Against the measure, oppon¬ 
ents see it as an attempt to 
end public housing by setting 
up a slow, cumbersome, costly 
procedure necessary before 
housing projects can be consid¬ 
ered. They say the measure is 
contrary to firmly-established 
principles of representative gov¬ 
ernment and, if adopted, would 
make it impossible to act ex¬ 
peditiously in times of emer¬ 
gency. 

11. Land Titles , 
Torrens Act. 

Proposition No. 11 provides 
a method for withdrawing land 
from registry under the Tor¬ 
rens Act. Proponents point out 
that only 1/10 of 1% of Cali¬ 
fornia land has been register¬ 
ed under it, and that almost 
none has been so registered in 
the past 20 years. The proced¬ 
ure of withdrawing land under 
this act is so cumbersome that 
transfers frequently take as 
long as two years in one coun¬ 
ty. Owners of land so register¬ 
ed should have an opportunity 
and means of withdrawing it. 

There is no official opposi¬ 
tion to the measure. 


“A” County Retire¬ 
ment Plan 

County Proposition "A” would 
establish a single retirement 
system for Los Angeles County 
Peace Officers and members of 
the Fire Service. Advocates of 
the measure argue that it 
would eliminate politics from 
matters of retirement. It will 
place county men on a par, as 
far as security is concerned, 
with men in similar services 
throughout the state. This will 
prevent loss to taxpayers 
through unnecessary turnover 
of personnel. 

Opponents of the proposition 
claim that the present retire¬ 
ment system is “not only just, 
but generous.” The measure, 
they say, would nearly double 
the taxpayers’ share of the re¬ 
tirement system, while provid¬ 
ing a 40 per cent reduction in 
employees' contributions. 


NOTE: The State Supreme 
Court has ordered County Prop¬ 
osition ”B" off the Nov. 7 ballot 
on petition of the State Bar As¬ 
sociation. The Supreme Court 
held that selection of a court¬ 
house site was an administra¬ 
tive duty of the Board of Super¬ 
visors and not properly the sub¬ 
ject of a referendum.
